himself, I hope that soon-—any day—the re- 
searches of great chemists like my old 
friend, Dr. Sizent-Gyorgi, will gite us the

of. Today, information in medicine js dis- 
seminated quickly, 

It is true that, occasionally, even an 
expert will be mistaken as to. the diagnosis 
of a rare disease, and then perhaps another 
expert will be able to do more for the patient; 
but for one ‘case in which it eventually paid 
the parents of a hereditarily handicapped or 
defective child to keep taking him. from 
clinic to clinic, I imagine there are 500 cases 
in which it did not pay 

Usually, when it is some hereditary ner- 
vous diséase which is producing imbecility 
or ‘blindness or deafness or progressive 
paralysis, there is nothing we doctors can 
do. We cannot get into the brain and there 
rebuild mechanisms which either never de- 
veloped, or else, after development, were 
destroyed in some way.

The great pceans have been 
at war with the land for, per- 
haps, more than two billion 
years. In the Ice Ages, count 
less tons of water were held 
captive in massive glaciers. 
There was leas water in the 
seas and the continents won 
more_land from the oveans 
When the ice melted, the seas 
were full again, beaches were 
frwamped and the oceans won 
back the land they had lost 

Sometimes a volcano erupts 
from the ocean floor, building 
a cone which finally becomes 
an island, A new land area is 
won from. the sea, © Other 
islands are won from the sea 
by corals, building their stony 
houses one upon another. 

Sometimes a vast land area 
sinks and the water flows in 
to form a-shallow_seh. At one 
time in the dim past, the Arctic 
Ocean spilled southward ta join 
hands with Gulf of Mexico. 
Ocean islands have been known 
to sink beneath the waves in 
modern times and pounding 


tides steadily bite into certain 
shorelines. 

These events sound very dra: 
matic. But the process is very 
Siow, so slow that we rarely 
notice any difference in the 
jand and sea areas during a 
lifetime. Geologists can tell of 
these comings and goings of 
the sea by studying: the rocks. 
Reds of chalk, for example, tell 
us that an area was once under 
the ‘ocean, for chalk is made 
only by little sea-dwelling ani 
mals Shells, corals, petroleum 
and certain other rocks alse 
tell us that areas have been 
under the sea 

Most of these events took 
piace millions of years ago, 
before the dawn of history, 
Mankind had not yet come to 
live on this earth, But the 
human family was here during 
the last of the Ice Ages when 
great changes in the land and 
sea areas were taking place 


He was beginning to make 
weapons, use fire and build 
shelters. 


Settled New Shorelines 


No doubt he often —settled 
on those new shorelines which 
the glaciers won from the sea 
He certainly settled: on the 
shores of inland lakes. When 


the ice melted, the shores were | 


swamped and the level of the 
lakes rose. Many off-shore 
islands also sank beneath the 
waves, 

Sometimes the early people 
who lived in these areas es- 
caped and sometimes they 
did not, In any case, thei;

AS usual, these old tales 
have been exaggerated. A 
sunken settlement is described 
as a sunken city, a lost island | 
is in time described as a lost 
continent. This does not mean 
that there are no sunken 
cities, for certain coastal cliffs 
are forever falling into’ the 
sea. Sometimes houses, build 
ings and perhaps cities go|

Watson-Watt toid 25 scientists from nine countries 
that the inconvenience of distributing liological agents of 
destruction’ is offset by the complete secrecy which can be 
achieved in manufacture, and the unobtrusiveness and 
cheapness of the distribution process available. 

Watson-Watt, a British scientist who now makes his 
home in Toronto, ix credited largely with the invention of 
radar in the Second World War. >
